Since it was a special wireil crop 
day, the balance of the afternoon was 
taken up with cereals, G, E. Delong 
giving a talk on methods of produc- 
ing elite stock seed, which is the foun- 
dation seed for seed grain registered 
in the Canadian Seed Growers Assoc- 
ietion. Following this was an ad- 
dress on the relative merits of sev- 
eral cereal varieties, Marquis wheat 
was recommended where there is no 
danger from injury from early fall 
froet, and Garnet and Reward for 
the Central and Northern parts of 
the Province. Banner and Victory 
Oats were recommended-for a main 
crop and Alaska Oats for late seed- 
ing. The. best brewing barley is 
found in OX, 21 and a heavy 
yielding barley in Trebi, while for 
special purposes where strength of 
straw is an important factor, the 
two-rowed (barley is recommended. 

Dr, Sanford of the Dominion Lab- 
oratory of Aphology gave an interest- 
ing talk on root rots in cereals, He 
suggested the use of summer fallowed 
oats as a preventative, but intimated 
that barley was slightly susceptible. 
He also stated that Brome grass and 
Sweet Clover usually produce a crop 
heavily infested with root-rot, but 
other grasses give a good clean crop 
of grain. 

At a banquet in the evening which 
was well attended, much helpful -in- 
formation was given by men who 
have devoted years of study and 
work to agricultural problems. 

W. J. Stephen, Field Crop Com- 
mission, Edmonton, advocated sys- 
tematic crop rotation as a means of 
keeping the land in the best shape to 
produce good grain. He referred 
also to the amount of moisture tak- 
en out of the ground by weeds, with 
special enyphasis on mustard. In dry 
years when every bit of moisture is 
needed, they are especially harmful. 
Stress was also laid on the import- 
ance of planting registered seed,

J. H, Craigic, Rust Research Lab- 
oratory, Winnipeg, went into detail 
regarding that bane of the farmer, 
rust, which he classed in the para- 
Sitic group, as it takes its life from 
living plants. Sulphur dust — will 
prevent almost cbcolutely any  in- 
fection from rust spores which are 
blown through the air, but on ac- 
count of the difficulties in making 
use of it, more reliance is being 
placed in developing resistent .var- 
ieties of wheat. 

Several crosses have been made ro- 
sulting in Marfuilla, Hope and H2444, 
which strains are still in experiment- 
al stage at the laboratory,
